against a law or privilege from in abuse, holds good coiKcm- 
ing the effect of f rtedom oa Amarican women, and, hcoot 
the general rule, not the (xrrption, <!h(iiihi be its answer. 
That there are women who abuse, socially and otherwise, the 
freedom conferred by this coontfy, cannot be denied, but 
there is a distinction between OM and misuM whkh should 
also be recognized. 

It by no means argues that a woman is onwomanly be- 
cause she does the work, which in the past has been c n^i 1- 
ered the work of men, and the much- vexed question of the comparative 
abOity of the sexes has never been better answered than in the pronounce- 
ment of the eminent Huguenot preacher, .Xilolphc Monod : "The two 
sexes are neither equal nor unequal, but arc like the centrifugal and cen- 
tripetal forces of nature." 

I.iherty to work, liberty to 'tudy, liberty to enjny. and iiiir( <tncfed 
"pursuit of happiness, ' as the constitution phrases it, are great and glo- 
rious privileges, for women as well M men. but tha exerdM of these 
liberties and the tnannrr of this pursuit, as far ,is wonjan is concerned, 
must determine whether she is womanly or unwoOMJily. 

I have seen young women from American ooIkiM whoM conversa- 
tion. who«i' paif, and whose absurd aiu! mannish airs rendercil 'lieni 
unwomanly, but neither their college privileges of study nor the country 
arere to blame. When a woman, for love of notoriety or lav* of Rain, 
enters a ti<l<l for which she is bv nature unfitted, then ^he is unwn-n.inlv. 
W hen a woman essays to dtscuss in public or in private subjects of \sliicli 
she knows absolntely nothinif, then she is tmwemanly. and would be bet- 
ter employed in attending to her batter cake<. 

The ideal woman is to the world the cxpresion of good, and 
when a woman does that which promotes evil intead of good, 
then she is luuvonianly. There are women who prefer to I >ok 
after the affairs of the nation rather than the duties of their own 
homes, and stidi woncn are tMwomanly by the very rights 
which they claim deserve to be placed, for a while at least, amoii^ the 
regulars of the army, since those who nuke ihc laws of a nation sliould 
'•and ready to fight its battles I 

When, by Providence, a woman i« rtllrd or ronipelled to a Intv, 
she is not called to be unwomanly in the discharge ut '.hat duty. It is a 
notable fact that women who have aduex'ed inost in-art and science have 
been womanly women. The best queens have been the most woiranU 
queens. At a time when the republic was not so acceptable to the world 
as il is to-day foreign ambassadors commended Mrs. Washington and 
Mrs. Madison as idea! types of true womanhood, and the repres( ; -.iiive 
American women of the present time cannot be fairly aspersed wiili a 
lade of womanllneM. The true woman, like the true man. is oiade in the 
home, not in the university, and .\merican freedom is no mOM to blame 
for the unwomanly woman than fur the di»hoiiorable nun. 

It is in the power of any American woman to be all that a woman 
ought to be. If was iIk- al)U«e n^.t rh' use of freedom which co jjelled 
the words from Maie. Roland: ' O Liberty, how nianv ciir. s ern 
mittcd ia thy name r

And then there are the prai-tical 
arts of life. There is such a thing as 
skill in the use of tools, skill in the 
lUHnaging of stock, and skill in plan- 
ning of farm work.
